HEALTH OF 
CAMFOHSIA. 


Some Timely Kemiurlui 


Prevailing- Disease**. 


In the health circular for June, Dr. 


G. G. Tyrrell, Permanent Secretary of 
the California State Board of Health, 
says: 


Mortality report* have been received 


from seventy-five cities and towns this 
month, containing an estimated popu- 
lation of six hundred and seven thou- 
sand one hundred inhabitants. 
The 


deaths number eight hundred and one, 
a percentage for tbe mouth of 1.3, which 
indicates a continuance of the general 
healthfulness of the State, and an ab- 
sence of any fatal epidemic. 


Consumption, as usual, fills a large 


measure of our mortality list, 121 deaths 
being recorded from this cause during 
the month, which, however, is a large 
decrease from the preceding month's re- 
port. 
The apparent large mortality 


from consumption must be attributed to 
the large immigration into this State of 
those whose lungs are so hopelessly dis- 
eased as to render their death certain 
soon after their advent to these shores. 
Another factor, \vhich must, be consid- 
ered as a contributor to the frequency 
of consumption on this coast, is the fact 
that consumptives rarely take any pre- 
caution to limit the disease to them- 
selves. 
Consumptives should not be 


permitted to sleep in the same room 
with well perbons, their sputa should be 
thoroughly disinfected, and every sani- 
tary precaution taken to destroy all 
sources of contagion in those affected. 


The death-rate from diphtheria con- 


tinues about tbe same, there being 22 
deaths recorded this month. 
Eleven 


deaths took place in Son Francisco, 


(three in Sacramento, two in Oakland, 
one eaoh in Amador, Los Angeles, Pet- 
aluma, Napa, Oroville and Eureka. 


We find that the diseases most fre- 


quently mentioned, as migbt have been 
anticipated at this season of the year, 
were diarrhcea, dysentery and cholera 
infanturn. 
Tbe warm weather which 


prevailed, together with the abundance 
of fresh fruit and vegetables, contributed 
in no small degree to the increase of 
these diseases. 
That high temperature 


has u great influence in inducing loose- 
ness of the bowels, is generally con- 
ceded; still there are good reasons for 
believing that a polluted atmosphere, 
and food contaminated by absorbing the 
pollutions contained therein, nre the di- 
rect causes. 
This is especially true of 


milk, which has a remarkable affinity for 
impurities. "It is well known," says 
Dr. Kennedy, " that milk placed in a 
pantry or cellar with tainted meat, 
cheese or decaying vegetables, will soon 
become so deteriorated that no milk- 
drinking unimal will touch it, except the 
hnmau baby, that has no choice but to 
drink it or starve." 
Death lurks in 


such food, and tbe fearful mortality 
among children amply demonstrates it. 


Perhaps it would not be omits, dur- 


ing the Summer season, to warn the 
public, through its medical advisers, 
tbat poisoning by stale animal food is 
of frequent occurrence in warm weather. 
It was discovered by Salmi some yiars 
since that decomposition of animal 
matter gives rise to a very virulent poi- 
son, the absorption of which into the 
system may cause speedy death. It re- 
mained, however, for M. Gautier to dis- 
cover that every living organism is con- 
tinually manufacturing alkaloid poisonp, 
which he culla "Leucomaines," \vtacb, 
ia normal health, are so small in quan- 
tity, and to regularly eliminated from 
ike body, tbat no harm arises from their 
effects, but should this elimination be 
arrested, hindered or delayed, the re- 
newal of tbe tissues must be equally so, 
and thus self-poisoning takes place 
from the accumulation of these poison- 
ous alkaloids in the blood. Hencu, he 
thinks, arises many of those infectious 
diseases, the origin of which we cannot 
trace. The lesson to be derived from 
this important discovery is, tbat want 
of cleanliness, privation, over fatigue, 
irregularity of living, or anything that 
disturbs the normal functions of tbe 
body, is liable to be followed by tbe 
development of disease, and that till 
food consumed should 
be 
perfectly 


fresh, and without suspicion of taint of 
any kind. 


Smallpox prevails to some degree in 


San Francisco. 
We are not informed 


by the Health Officer of the actual 
number of cases, but they are certainly, 
so far, limited. 
Advices have been re- 


ceived of the development of c&^sa in 
the town of Irvington, cue of them 
quite severely attacked. They wilt be 
promptly isolated and quarantined, so 
that no danger need be apprehended. 
Vigilance in isolating and quarantining 
tbe disease wherever found, together 
with thorough vaccination of the well, 
will surely prevent it from getting a 
foothold iu our midst. 
All cases occur- 


ring, whether in tbe palace of the rich 
or the shanty of the poor, should be at 
once reported to tbe uearebt health 
officer. 
To neglect this duty is criminal, 


anil ought to be punished.

WERE THE MISER* SACRIFICED? 


The San Francisco Call queries: 
Now that the fate of the imprisoned 


miners en the Comstock is known, it ia 
fitting that some thought should be be- 
stowed on the cause of their death and 
on the circumstances which prevented 
their rescne. It appears they died of 
eiaustion, heat and hunger in a drift in 
which they were imprisoned by the ont- ! 
break of a fire, caused by carelessness, 
which cut of their only exit. 
There 


was no development of poisonous gas, 
such as often cauesa death in coal mines; 
no such gas is known on the Comstock. 
The ftir was rendered unfit to breathe by 
the combustion of wood. It appears al- 
most certain that the fire was caused by 
the ignition of a dry timber from tbe 
flames of a miner's candle that had been 
stuck in it. We may hare note ihat a 
rule prohibiting the sticking of miners' j 
candlesticks into timbers would obviate 
such an accident hereafter, thcra are a 
number of rules on the Comstock of 
which experience has dictated the pro- 
priety, yet which involve more incon- 
venience than this would. 


When the fire broke out, and the men 


realized their situation, they fonght 
•with energy to get out. They extin- 
guished the fire on the east side of the 
station. They removed a lot of primers 
for fear of their ip-mting. 
When they 


discovered the cave in the drift they 
saw that egress was cut off in thiit di- 
rection and they attacked the bulkhead 
la the old drift'in order to get to the 
wmze leading down to the 1700 foot 
level, which would have enabled them 
to escape by the Sntro Tunnel. They 
appear to have divided themselves into 
two shifts of three men each, and they 
bad provided themselves with axes and 
shovels. The severe labor soon exhausted 
them. How long did they keep up the 
woik? That is a question which no one 
can answer. All that is certain is that 
there came a time when overcome 
by the heat, foul air, and possibly 
want 
of 
food 
(their 
dinner-pails 


were 
empty), 
they 
laid 
down 


and died. All BIX bodies weie found 
within a space of twenty feet. 
One of 


the men had/'a watch, which had stop- 
ped at 5.25; it is assumed, on whnt evi 
dence is not stated, that this was 5:25 in 
the afternoon of the day following the 
outbreak of the fire. If so, the unfor- 
tunate men perished within twenty-four 
hours of their incarceration. 


The fire broke ont at about 6 p. M. on 


the 2ith of June, and it soon became 
evident that the men on the 1500-foot 
level could only be rescued by connect- 
ing that level with tbe south drift of the 
Con. 
Virginia. It was supposed tuut 


the two levels were about twenty feet 
apart. 
Both were supposed to run to 


the south Ime of the Con. Virginia, but 
the Debt & Beloher drift was supposed 
to be twenty fpet below the level of the 
Con. Virginia drift. 
By vigorous work 


it was supposed that this distance could 
be covered in twelve hoars, and high 
hopes were entertained that the im- 
prisoned miners would be rescued on 
the 25th. 
It proved that the distance 


was far greater than was imagined; the 
two drifts were not connected till the 
9th of July—fourteen da* s later. 


A meie statement of the fucta sug- 


gests the criticism which will occur to 
nil minds. 
How was it that the mana- 


gers of the mines were so ignorant of 
the relative positions of the underground 
workings that they fancied they could 
connect in twelve hours two 
drifts 


which, 
with innumerable relays of 


shifts and labor uneiampl»d, proved 
fourteen days apart? The answer to 
thm query is to be found in the first 
policy of the Comstock manageis. 
The 


purpose of the managers being to make 
money in the stocks of tho mines, 
knowledge of the underground woik- 
ings were scrupulously kept from all 
but the insiders. No one bat the 
Superintendent and bis friends in the 
direction knew where drifts were being 
run. Access to tbe mines was denied 
even the stockholders. Miners were 
sworn to secrecy and discharged if they 
talked. The 
Superintendent of one 


mine knew nothing of what was going 
on in another mine alongside him. 
The stock operators who controlled the 
mines worked upon the principle that 
as far as possible they were to possess 
an exclusive monopoly of the know- 
ledge of what was going on underground. 
The consequence was that when Mr. 
Patten and Mr. Lyman went to work 
to connect the two drifts they did not 
know how far they were apart, or in 
whnt direction. It is possible that the 
livos of six miners have been sicrificed 
to the law of secrecy which has ruled 
on the Comstook. 


It is time this policy were checked. 


It is time that daylight were let in 
upon the whole business of mining on 
the Com stock. Now that work is be- 
ing resumed on tbe whole length of the 
vein, other fires may occur. Miners 
who risk their lives are entitled to know 
what avenues of escape they can find 
in oase of a repetition of the accident 
of June 24th. Complete underground 
surveys should be made, and correct 
maps, giving the course of the workings, 
should be published for the information 
of miners. Drifts should be connected 
so that, in case of fire, miners can go 
from one mine to another. This policy 
may deprive operators of a chance of 
making money at the expense of the 
public; but it may save lives, and this 
is rather more important than dickers 
on the Stock Exchange.
